13 th BATTALION THE SIKH REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award: 19 February 2011) 

On 19 February 2011 at 0300 hours movement of a group of terrorists was 
detected by a patrol led by Lieutenant Colonel Dhruvjyoti Chanda at Goalpara 
district of Assam. The officer tracked the movement, simultaneously readjusted 
the patrol while on the move and laid a well sited opportunity ambush. 
Displaying excellent field craft and strict fire discipline, he allowed the terrorists 
to enter killing area and challenged them. When the terrorists opened fire hitting 
a member of his team, the officer, with utter disregard to his personal safety, got 
up and opened effective fire killing two terrorists on the spot and saying his 
comrades. His exemplary courage and leadership in face of grave danger 
resulted in elimination of three hardcore terrorists with no casualties to own 
troops. 

Lieutenant Colonel Dhruvjyoti Chanda displayed outstanding leadership, 
tactical acumen and exceptional gallantry in’the fight against terrorists. 

2. IC-72377A LIEUTENANT SATYA JEET AHLAWAT. ARMY 

ORDNANCE CORPS / 9 th BATTALION THE SIKH LIGHT 
INFANTRY 

(Effective date of the award: 18 June 2011) 

On 18 June 2011, specific information was received regarding move of a 
group of militants in General area of East Garo Hills district of Meghalaya. 

, Based on this input, a party led by Lieutenant Satya Jeet Ahlawat launched a 
search operation in General area Garisimram at 0115 hours on 18 June 2011. A 
group of militants opened fire indiscriminately on the party. Party commander 
cordoned die entire area and warned the militants to surrender. The militants 
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instead of surrender continued firing in order to flee from the scene. Lieutenant 
Ahlawat made quick assessment and decided to eliminate them by cutting off 
their escape from a flank. Spotting the two militants, the officer showing 
presence of mind and tactical acumen crawled and closed in, firing on them 
resulting in elimination of two dreaded militants at 0400 hours. The slain 
militants were identified as General Secretary of a terrorist group operating in 
the North East region and his Gunman who were involved in Ambush against 
Meghalaya Police and Paramilitary Forces. 


Lieutenant Satya Jeet Ahlawat displayed exceptional gallantry and 
leadership in fighting the militants. 



DOGRA REGIMENT 


(Effective date of the award: 21 June 2011) 

On 21 June 2011 Major TN Unnikrishnan, on receipt of reliable 
information about presence of four militants in general area of Kokrajhar district 
of Assam, launched a joint operation with the police. At approx 1645 hours hjs 
party noticed suspicious movement of four arnied persons. On being challenged 
suspected militants opened fire on ambush party. The officer alongwith his 
buddy retaliated and displaying presence of mind and courage killed two 
militants on the spot. However, two other militants managed to break contact. 
Ignoring his personal safety the officer decided to search for the escaped 
militants in the dense forest. The area was cordoned and in the ensuing search, 
some suspicious movement was observed in thick foliage. When the militants 
opened fire on being cornered, displaying skilled battle craft the officer and his 
buddy retaliated and neutralised one more militant. 


Major TN Unnikrishnan displayed undaunted spirit, fortitude and 
exemplary courage in the face of hostility in fighting the militants. 


IC-67215L MAJOR SAURABH SUYAL. BAR TO SENA MEDAL. 
ARMOURED CORPS / 22 nd BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 
RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 13 September 2011)

On 13 September 2011, Major Saurabh Suyal received information about 
presence of terrorists in a general area of Sopor district, Jammu & Kashmir. The 
officer with his team established an effective cordon with speed in professional 
nuuiner. One terrorist, realising he was trapped, attempted to break the cordon 
while civilians from the target area were being evacuated. The officer took 
control of the situation and brought down effective fire on the fleeing terrorist to 
prevent his escape. The officer displaying exceptional courage, dashed into the 
house where the terrorist was hiding and lobbed a stun grenade from the 
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window. The terrorist moved out by lobbing a hand grenade and fired 
indiscriminately. The officer with utter disregard to personal safety ’charged 
towards the terrorist and eliminated him. 

Major Saurabh Suyai displayed indomitable courage, conspicuous bravery 
and exhibiting outstanding leadership in fighting the terrorists. 

5. SQUADRON LEADER AJIT BHASKAR VASANE (276971 

FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of die award: 10 October 2011) 

On 10 October 2011, Squadron Leader Ajit Bhaskar Vasane was detailed 
to lead a two aircraft Supersonic Practice Intercept mission. At a distance of 85 
km from die base and at an altitude of 9 km, the Head-Up Display (HUD) of the 
aircraft flickered and after a while, went blank. Immediately thereafter, fire 
emanated from the starboard side of the HUD. The situation deteriorated rapidly 
with noxious fumes and smoke filling the cockpit. In addition, other glass- 
plastic material and cables near the HUD quickly caught fire, depositing heavy 
soot on the windshield, thus severely restricting frontal visibility to the pilot. 
The pilot tried to douse the fire with his hands, but had to discontinue the j 
attempts as the molten plastic started to bum his gloves and fingers. In these | 
circumstances, he initiated emergency recovery of the aircraft. While doing so, 
he elected to avoid overflying various petro-chemical installations in the vicinity 
of the airfield, even though this prolonged flight endangered his life. 
Notwithstanding the fire in the cockpit and reduced frontal visibility, he j 
skillfully positioned himself for an emergency landing and executed the same in 
a flawless manner, without any further damage to the aircraft. After landing, he 
further guided and helped the crash crew in quickly dousing the cockpit fire. 

Squadron Leader Ajit Bhaskar Vasane displayed exceptional courage, 
high standards of professionalism and presence of mind in handling such an 
unforeseen critical emergency which not only saved the aircraft, but also 
prevented possible catastrophic damage to the strategically important and vital 
petro-chemical installations in the area, which are a national asset. 

6. SS-40921H MAJOR PRADEEP MISHRA. JAT REGIMENT / 5 th 

BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 12 October 2011) 

On 12 October 2011, on receiving information about presence of three 
hardcore terrorists in a forest in Ganderbal district of Jammu & Kashmir, Major 
Pradeep Mishra swung into action with his small team of seven Other Ranks and 
closed on to the terrorists. As he approached the terrorists, he came under 
heavy fire. The officer responded with retaliatory fire and gave hot pursuit. 









During the heavy exchange of fire, one terrorist ran towards the col umn and was 
apprehended. Other two terrorists tried to flee and break contact The fleeing 
terrorists were pursued by the column and one terrorist was killed in pursuit. 
Other terrorist tried to enter a natural hideout. The officer crawled upto the 
place where the terrorist was hiding and shot the dreaded terrorist at close range. 


Major Pradeep Mishra displayed tactical acumen, guile and exceptional 
courage in fighting the terrorists. 


7 IC-60369P MAJOR HIMANSHU PANWAR. 26 th MARATHA 

LIGHT INFANTRY BATTALION 

(Effective date of the award: 16 November 2011) 

A cordon and search operation was launched on the night of 16 November 
2011 in a village of Lohit district in Arunachal Pradesh, under Major Himanshu 
Panwar. The officer after establishing an effective cordon of suspect house 
tactfully evacuated all innocent members of the house. On confirmation of 
presence of terrorists in the house from the inmates, the officer ordered them to 
surrender. Instead of surrendering, the terrorists started indiscriminate fire while 
trying to escape. Undeterred by heavy firing and unmindful of his own safety, 
the officer brought down heavy and accurate fire on the terrorists resulting in 
killing of two terrorists on the spot. 


Major Himanshu Panwar displayed conspicuous gallantry, exemplary 
leadership, and dedication to duty in fighting the terrorists.

(Effective date of the award: 24 November 2011) 


On 24/11/2011, in pursuance of information received from Superintendent 
of Police Paschim Midnapur, regarding movement of 5-7 armed Maoists in the 
jungl e area north-east of village Burisole, about 13 Kms from Jhargram, a joint 
operation was planned. Two teams were dropped at different points. They 
moved towards target area and reached their RV at about 1600 hrs. As a small 
probing team consisting of personnel from the two CoBRA teams, inched 
towards the target area, it came under a volley of fire by the Maoists which 
clearly put the force personnel in a perilously risky position. 
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The two brave commanders of the CoBRA, Sh. Nagendra Singhand Sh. 
Vinoj P. Joseph without caring for their own safety, decided for a fitofotal and 
headlong advance straight in the line of fire. At the first step of advance, Sh. 
Nagendra Singh was hit and injured with a grenade splinter while Vinoj P. 
Joseph was pinned down with a hail of bullets which missed him. Despite this, 
they mutually signalled their determination to continue to advance and closed in 
10-15 meters into the enemy den. A fierce gun battle took place between the 
Maoists and both the officers. This sudden and sprinted counter attack by the 
two commanders with a small team of 5 personnel not only saved the other men 
from injury and casualty but decisively unnerved die Maoists. After the firing 
stopped, a thorough search of the area was carried out in Which one dead body 
with one AK-47 in his hands was found. The dead body was later identified to 
be of Koteshwar Rao @ Kishanji. 

Shri Nagendra Singh and Shri Vinoj P. Joseph, Assistant Commandants of 
207 CoBRA displayed extraordinary courage, inspiring leadership and great 
determination in carrying out the operation against the Maoists. 

10. WING COMMANDER VATSAL KUMAR SINGH <242231 FLYING 

(PILOT! 

(Effective date of the award: 19 December 2011) 

On 19 December 2011, Wing Commander Vatsal Kumar Singh was 
detailed to fly as the captain of the No. 3 helicopter in a low level mission in the 
densely forested and heavily Naxal infested area of Chhattisgarh, to induct 120 
COBRA commandos. The landing site was only a small clearing in the jungle 
with very tall trees around it and an undulating landing surface, which made the 
task even more difficult. While he was executing the third shuttle With seventeen 
persons on board, his helicopter was fired upon with autoniaiic weipbtts from 
the left and below the aircraft. He immediately turned away from the probable 
direction of fire and gained height. After having ascertained that all aircraft 
parameters were normal, he decided to return to base. Subsequently, the aircraft 
started experiencing severe vibrations and the entire cargo compartment was 
filled with the smell of burnt explosive. The severe vibrations made it extremely 
1 challenging to make sure that die helicopter do not go out of control. Wg Cdr 
VK Singh kept his cool and controlled the helicopter with his superior flying 
skills. He reduced the speed and minimized the vibrations and kept a close vigil 
on the vital engine parameters and brought seventeen men and die machine to 
safety, in an extremely professional manner after flying for forty long and 
demanding minutes. Post flight inspection revealed nine bullet hits with multiple 
entry and exits in and around vital parts of the helicopter. 

Wing Commander Vatsal Kumar Singh displayed exceptional courage, 
inspirational leadership and composure under adverse conditions.

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11. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT GUNADNYA RAMESH KHARCHE 



(Effective date of the award: 06 February 2012) 

On 06 Februaiy 2012, Flight Lieutenant Gunadnya Ramesh Kharche was 
detailed to fly as captain for a low-level navigation sortie on ah An-32 aircraft. 
While effecting the rejoin, when the undercarriage was lowered, the starboard 
and nose undercarriage was locked down. However, the port undercarriage 
failed to be lowered by the normal means. Even emergency means of lowering 
the port undercarriage failed to yield any results. Inspite of his limited 
experience as captain on type, Fit Lt Kharche maintained his composure in this 
grave emergency and decided to carry out an emergency landing on starboard 
main wheel and nose wheel. He assessed the grave situation and ensured that the 
entire available crew resources were marshaled in the most professional way to 
handle the emergency. Fit Lt Kharche thereafter carried out a safe emergency 
landing with only starboard main wheel and nose wheel. The aircraft landing 
was controlled in the most courageous way and the aircraft suffered minimal 
damage. Once the aircraft veered of the runway after touchdown, the action to 
evacuate the personnel on board were carried out most efficiently under his 
supervision. 

Flight Lieutenant Gunadnya Ramesh Kharche displayed exceptional 
courage and extreme professionalism while handling such a grave emergency 
whi ch not only saved the lives of personnel on board but also recovered the 
aircraft with minimal damage. 

12. IC-66537Y MAJOR VIJAYENDRA SINGH YADAV. BRIGADE OF 

THE GUARDS/21ST BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 28 March 2012) 

Based on intelligence cultivated and corroborated by officer’s personal 
indulgence over three months to track down a dreaded terrorist of a terrorist | 
group in North Kashmir, Major Vijayendra Singh Yadav personally led the 
operation, on 28 March 2012, to bust a terrorist hideout in a jungle located in 
Kupwara district of Jammu &'Kashmir. While closing on the hideout, he drew 
heavy volume of automatic fire. With utter disregard to personal safety, the 
officer readjusted his position and crawled for 10 meters under heavy fire and 
neutralised the terrorist from a short range. Sensing danger to life of his buddy, 
who was under heavy fire from the second terrorist, he came charging out of 
cover and shot the terrorist dead at five meters range.
